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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not compelling. 

First, applicant argues (pp. 7-8) that the spec, defines "expert" to clearly not include other members. The examiner does not agree. 
Although the cited spec, material (equivalent to para. [0058] of the published application, US 20020007296A1) does speak of experts and 
other members in the alternative, other parts of the disclosure speak of seeking "advice" or "counsel" from other members as well as 
experts. See para. [0051] ("a comment processor 77, for processing comments that an expert and/or a certain member enters when 
advising another member") and [0061]. 

Second, applicant argues (pp. 8-9), in essence, that the reference does not teach the last limitation of the independent claims (e.g., for 
claim 22, "if said selected member is said one member ..."). But this limitation is an option, and therefore not effective ("Claim scope is 
not limited by claim language that suggests or makes optional but does not require steps to be performed, or by claim language that 
does not limit a claim to a particular structure." MPEP § 2111.04.) 
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
